They were admitt*?d 
at oucx' to the diplomatic rotnii and mi- 
tered uik)U a discussion of thi^ troubles 
b<'tween their rosiK'Ctive countries with 
tMM.!retai"y (Ires)mm. In sn(rh cases tlie 
ministers aie usually charged with 
power by their governments to offer and 
receive suggestions looking to a settle- 
ment of the (lisputtid questions, subject 
of course, to the approval of the home 
governments, but in this case both of- 
liicials have deiued that the matter is in 
their hands, so the inference is that 
He<iretavy CJi-eshani is simply urging 
them to advise their govemmauts to 
show a spirit of mutual concession.

Wamhinotoh, Jan. 80.— A specinJ 
order was invoked yesterday to bring 
tlie bill to ii'jieal the one tenth of a cent 
differential duty imjx'sed by the new 
tariff law on .Migar- imported by bounty 
paying countries and it waspas.sed witli 
out amendment by a vote of 289 to 31. 

A series of amendments, two offered 
by Mr. Hepburn aud Mr. Hopkins lodi- 
ing to retidiation in case Gtormany re- 
fused to adnut our meat products after 
the repeal of the differential, onei by 
Mr. Hitt of niiuois to repeal the one- 
eighth differential on refined sugar, one 
by Mr. Diugley of Maine to provide 
that this act should not be construed to 
mean that the United States luitcn- 
dered the right under treauties contain- 
ing favored nation clauses, to effect 
bounties by the imposition of -equiva- 
lent differential duties, and one by Mr. 
Van Voorhis of New York to place sll 
sugar, raw and refined, on the free list, 
were lost by practically striotly party 
votes. 

The debate was of an interesting char- 
acter, and at times very spirited. It 
touched quite extensively on the txv.u- 
ury situation and the reiniHlies to be up- 

filied. Mr. Dingley of Maine made a 
ong statement of the receipts and ex- 
pendituies to show that the treasuiy was 
sull'ering from luck of revenue and that 
the first duty of the goverumeiit was t<p 
increase the receijits of the trea.'^uiy. 
Mr. Re<Hl took, a similar view of the sit- 
uation, which was .ig.iin controverted by 
Mr. Wilson of West Virginia. Tlio at- 
temiits to amend the l)iU by re|K^a!ing 
the other portion.->of the sugar duty were 
opposed liy iMr. Wilson, on tlie ;.M'ii.iliil 
tii.it if till' bill was loailed (hri. ;i \,iiii 
amendments it would siu-ely meet its 
doom in the senate.

The searcji 
lights betrayed their presence, and the 
guns of tlie Chinese fleet and shore bat- 
teries o]M>ned tire on the first division of 
the enemies shij) when they were with 
in a thousand yards of the Chinese fleet 
The fastest (.'hinese man-of-war and 
torjjedo lK)ats miulea dash at the enemy, 
aii(i aftt^r heavy firing drove them off. 
The tirst Japanese division went to the 
northwest and the second division 
Bouthwar<l. Tlui Chinese claim to have 
injured stjveral of the enemy's ships. 

At the same time t\w Japanese made 
a land attack upou Wei Ib i Wei from 
Ning Hai. This was a siniu isc from 
the west The lUarm w<is gncn. h iw- 
ever, and the Chinese repellwi the at 
tack. The Chines*! lost 27 sailors. The 
Japanese losses amounted to mon> than 
300 killed aud wounded. Several for-

In ISit:; 10,- 
(KH) barrel > of craiiU-rries were shipped 
from ('r.iiibeiry ( enii-r. while this year 
the total number shipisHl was only 115.
